Man Who Will Be President Wilson’s 
_ Pastor Opposes Closing ‘Houses 
in Our Midst’’ at Washington.

Washington, January 7.—(Special.)— 
Washington is now in the throes of a 
crusade against the “red light” dis- 
tricts and the church people here are 
moving to wipe out the “houses in our 
midst.” <A favorable report was order- 
ed today on the Kenyon bill by a sub- 
committee of the senate, which has 
been investigating the evil. 

Dr. Wallace Radcliffe, pastor of the 
New York Avenue Presbyterian church, 
ls the only minister who has so far 
ppoken favorably of the plan of segre- 
gation. He is one of the foremost min- 
{isters of the capital. Was moderator 
of the Presbyterian general assembly 
{in 1898 and will be President-elect 
Wilson's pastor. 

“Tl think we all here agree that we 
pre dealing with an evil and a sin,” 
he sald, “but the question is what to do 
to reduce that evil to its minimum of 
evil results? 

“T am one of those who believe in 
Begregation in ‘red light districts,’ but 
wnder better police regulation than 
there is today in the district. I would 
record the names, not only of those 
who live in such districts, but the 
Mames of those who visit it. I would 
give the police authority to challenge 
Bny one who goes there.” 

“Do you believe the ‘red light’ dis- 
tricts are right or wrong?” Senator 
Kenyon asked Dr. Dadcliftfe. 

“Tt don’t think that question ought 
to be asked now,” he replied. 

“Do you believe in compromising 
with any evil?’ persisted the senator. 

“We have to some times,’’ replied the 
minister. “Your whole life as a legis- 
lator is one of compromise.” 

“Not very much,” retorted Mr. Ken- 
pon. 

“We tried breaking up the ‘red-light’ 
districts in this city and I am told it 
introduced much of the evil in other 
sections of the city,” replfed the min- 
ister. “Do you want to bring into the 
street where your young peuple are the 
temptations now confined to ‘red-light’ 
districts?”

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Archbald Plied With Questions 
About L and WN, Case 


Senators Seem to Think Archbald’s 
Letter to the Railroad Attorney 
Was Extremely Improper. 


Washington, January 7..—The impro- 
priety of a federal judge’s writing to 
an attorney on one side of a case that 
had been argued before him, for in- 
formation or argument to 
doubtful points, became the 
around which members of the senate 
today fired question after question at 
Judge Robert W. Archbald, of the 
Uhited States commerce court, under 
trial by impeachment for alleged vio- 
lation of his federal oath. 

Senators Grill the Judge. 

Cross-examination of the accused 
jurist, begun by Representative Sterl- 
ing, one of the house managers con- 
ducting the prosecution, virtually was 
taken out of his hands when that 
charge was reached involving Judge 
Archbald’s correspondence with Attor- 
ney Helm Bruce, of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. Members of the 
‘senate demanded of Judge Archbald 
time and again whether he did not 
think it improper and unfair to the 
other parties in a suit to request of 
one attorney an explanation or cor- 
rection of evidence without giving like 
privileges to the other side. He insist- 
ed he thought there was nothing im- 
proper in his conduct. 

Judge Archbald held the witness 
stand for nearly four hours. 

All testimony now has been given, 
and there remain only the closing ar- 
guments and the vote of the senate as 
to whether Judge Archbald is guilty cf 
any of the charges against him, 

The senate determined to give three 
days to the arguments, the time to be 
equally divided. It is expected at least 
five of the house managers will par- 
ticipate, opening at 1 o’clock tomor- 
row.

Titusville, Fla., January 7.—Landing 
at Cape Canavaral today, after a rough 
trip in a small power boat, Mr. and 
Mrs. F. W. Cheesebrough, of New Yor, 
accompanied by four men of. ther 
vacht, Huntress, told of the explosion 
of their vessel Monday off Cape Cana- 
varal, east of this city, and the loss of 
three of the seamen. 

The accident occurred at 4 o’clock 
Monday morning, while the Huntress 
was en route from New York to 
Miami, where Mr. and Mrs. Cheese- 
brough were to spend the winter. Im- 
mediately after the explosion, which 
riddled the handsome craft, causing 
her to sink, the small power launch 
was rescued and those named above 
shoved off and proceeded to Canava- 
ral.

warning message to the city boards 
that he favored rotation in office. 

Dr. Douglas was elected over O. P. 
Levert, the mayor’s choice; J. P. Flem- 
ister, J. T. Cason and J. W. Leach. The 
candidates were all confederate vet- 
erans and had fought in the battle of 
Atlanta, represented in the $100,000 
painting 

Mayor Nominates Levert. 

The mayor nominated Levert. He 
said that Douglas held the office for a 
whole term and should retire. Man- 
ager Carey nominated Douglas. He 
said that his service during the year 
was satisfactory. 

‘I don’t believe in keeping one man 
in office all the time,” the mayor 
said. “I don’t know Mr. Levert, and I 
have not been asked to help him. I do 
know ‘that he has been called away to 
other cities to lecture, and that he is 
a good man for the position.” 

The election narrowed dow'n to a 
ficht between Douglas and Flemister. 
On the first vote each received five 
ballots. Mayor Woodward and Coun- 
cilman S. S. Shepherd, his appointee 
as chairman of the park committee, 
cast their ballots for Levert.

PASSAGE SEEMS ASSURED 


Mayor Woodward Is Ready to Ap:

Judging from expressions secured by 
The Constitution yesterday from the 
members of council and of the alder- 
manic board, there is little doubt of 
the passage of the resolution tabled at 
the last meeting of council, calling for 
the appointment by the mayor of a 
committee to consider the revision of 
the city charter. 

All indications point to favorable 
action by council when it meets again 
Monday week, and the immediate ap- 
pointment by Mayor Woodward of a 
committee of five councilmen and ten 
citizens, so that sufficient time will 
be afforded the members fur the con- 


sideration of every change proposed 


in time for action by the legislature at 
its meeting in July. 
, Phere is a general demand for a 
new charter throughout the city, the 
council members favor it and the year 
1913 will see the old, antiquated city 
charter thrown aside and the muni- 
cipal government’ stand before the 
country under a new regime and one 
that will be commensurate with At- 
lanta’s position as the metropolis of 
the new' south. 

Members of Council Indorse It. 

These predictions are based on what 
the members of council themselves 
say and upon the fact that they agree 
with the conservative business ele- 
ment of the city in the demand for a 


government which will meet the re-. 
quirements of a growing and prosper- | 


ing city of the twentieth century. 

The resolution, introduced in coun- 
cil Monday evening and calling for 
the appointment of a joint committee 
of councilmen and citizens and which 
was laid on the table, will be taken 
up and acted upon favorably at the 
next session of council. This seems 
certain, since statements made by 
council members, and given below, 
show that the general council favors 
revision. 


Why Resolution Was Tabled. 


It Is stated that the tabling of the 
resolution, which was introduced by 
Councilman Humphrey, was not an in- 
dication that council intended to side- 
step or sidetrack the matter. Many 
members of council, they say, did not 
exactly understand the full import of 
the resolution, and, owing to the late- 
ness of the hour, thought it best to 
delay its passage for at least two 
weeks, 

Since the resolution was read in The 
Constitution Tuesday morning all 
council members thoroughly  under- 
stand theisituation and there will be 
no trouble in taking the resolution 
from the table and putting it upon its

Mayor Will Appoint Committee. 

The mayor will appoint the com- 
mittee of five councilmen and ten 
citizens without delay, he stated, and 
the joint committee will get to work 
at once. 

The charter prepared by the joint 
committee will be ready in ample time 
for it to be acted upon by the legisla- 
ture. 

The following statements made by 
councilmen and aldermen show that 
these officials realize that changes are 
needed and that they favor such ac- 
tion as will result in the drafting of 
a new charter for adoption this year: 

Candler for Revision. 

Judge John 8S. Candler, alderman 
from the ninth ward and ex-mayor 
pro tem., states that he is in favor of 
a revision of the city charter. 

“Because I made a motion to have 
Councilman Humphrey’s | resolution, 
calling for a committee on charter re- 
vision, tabled was no indication,” 
stated Alderman Candler, “that I was 
against the appointment of such a 
committee. I have gone on record as 
favoring a new onmarter and I am still 
of that opinion. My reason for hav- 
ing the resolution laid on the table 
was because I felt there was plenty of 
time for such a committee to act since

A movement is on foot to call a

Colonel William L. Pe¢el: “The reso- 
lutions should have passed when pre- 
sented by the people of Atlanta for a 
revision of the. charter. I am sur- 
prised that the councilmen should vote 
down giving the opportunity to the 
people of the city to vote on a new 
form of charter at this time. I am 
strong for a commission form of gov- 
ernment, or for a change in the char- 
ter that will work for greater ef- 
ficiency, and I believe that it ‘s the 
duty of council to co-operate in the 
near future by passing a similar reso- 
lution to that of last night and form- 
ulating a draft of a new charter.” 

Asa G. Candler: “The present char- 
ter is good enough for Atlanta for all 
time to come. What I want most to 
see is just one day when there will 
be no slinging of mud, no quarreling 
of the city officials and no stirring up 
of trouble by the newspapers. I think 
they should quit tearing things up 
and get down to business and some 
good hard work for awhile.” 

Colonel Robert J. Lowry says that 
while he has not given the matter of 
revising the city’s charter 
amount of thought as to be able to 
point out the defects in particular, he 
thinks that it ought to be revised. 

W. W. Orr stated that he would 
recommend a revision of the charter. 
“The present charter,’ said he, ‘was 
designed for a day when Atlanta was 
a much smaller city and to meet dif- 
ferent conditions, and I should say it 
ought to be revised in such a manner 
as to produce a charter commensurate 
with the progress of the city.” 

Believes Council Will Co-Operate. 

Judge George Hillyer: ‘While I be- 
lieve thet counci) did right in tabling 
the rather unexpected anc premature 
motion presented at the Auditorium 
meeting, I arya inclined to think that 
when the question comes up again, 
with opportunity for due deliberation

Walter G. Cooper, secretary of the 
chamber: “It seems to me that the po- 
sition of the city council is misunder- 
stood. suppose they tabled the 
charter resolution because it pledged 
them in advance to support a charter 
without knowing what its provisions 
would be. Undoubtedly Atlanta's 
charter needs revision. That is not 
so simple and easy a matter as some 
think. Within ten years three able 
committees have tried it and the coun- 
cil or the people turned them all 
down. More simplicity is greatly to 
be desired, but I do not think the peo- 
ple will sanction anything that is 
revolutionary.”

SAYS WOODWARD 


New Mayor Is Determined on 
Charler Revision 


The 1913 administration of Atlanta will 
be asked to give the city a new charter, 
and if council is reticent James G. 
Woodward, newly-elected mayor, will 
carry his fight to the people. 

As the’new mayor sat in his office 
Tuesday morning, scores of Atlanta’s 
most influential business men called to 
“pat him on the shoulder” for his stand 
for charter reforms. Mayor Wooiward 
said that he was fortifying himself 
against factional attacks. He declar- 
ed that he would be ready to buckle 
any opposition to his charter declara- 
tions. 

Let People Do Reforming. 

“T don’t think it is necessary to 
spend $10,000 for expert assistance,” 
he told The Constitution. “The people 
of Atlanta know best what they want. 
Let the people do the reforming.” 

Mayor Woodward was in his office 
at 9 o’clock. Scowls left the faces of 
many city hall officials who opposed 
the mayor. He had a cheery “Good 
morning,” or “Howdy!” for everyone, 
and the response was “Howdy, Uacle 
Jim.” Mayor Winn, Atlanta’s retiring 
executive, was one of the first callers. 
Mayor Winn told Mayor Woodward 
that he agreed with him on the charter 
reforms. Howewer, they are still far 
apart on the crematory proposit!»n. 

President Wilmer Moore, of the cham- 


ward during the afternoon. President 
Moore put a number of projects up to 
W oodward. They discussed 


they went over civic improvement 
problems. Neither the mayor nor 
President Moore would go into details 
of -the interview. They were all smil- 
ing when they emerged from the ex- 
ecutive office. 

“I would favor increasing salaries of 


city officlals 25 per cent over what; 
they are receiving, not 100 per cent, as 
some propose. I'd see to it that every 
man who went into office hit the ball, 
and if they didn’t then I'd clean up? 
again.” 

He said that the whole theory of 
the charter, particularly that part 
which related to the appointment and 
election of city officials, was wrong.

Wants a Change Here. 

The method of making contracts for 
city improvements should be changed, 
Woodward. He 
says the present method of allowins 
contractors to go on a city job with- 
an ironclad contract is wrong. 
He believes that the method of pre- 
paring specifications for city work 
should be systematized so as to insure 
uniformity. 

He says that while the system of 
tax equalization is good, still there ts 
room for greater equalization. He says 
that to his knowledge property with- 
in a square from the center of the 
eity brings only $480 per front 
foot, and that other property in a more 
favored locality a mile and a half from 
the center of the city brings from 


$1,000 to $1,200 per front foot. . He 
Says titat the charter should be amend- 
ed so that every section of the @ity, 
regardless of the influence it may or 
may not have, will get an equal distri- 
bution of the tax money. 

“Some men around the city hall are 
doing all the work and getting less 
money than others,’”’ he resumed. “Oth- 
ers are doing nothing and getting all 
the money. The mayor has no power 
to tighten up on the lost motion. City 
officials go to the people to get of- 
fice. They have all got to make prom- 


ises tothose who electioneer, and more 
is added every year to each depart- 
ment.” 

Several Ministers Call. 

Several ministers called on Mayor 
Woodward. They found the door open, 
and were invited to “Come in!” 

At 3 o’clock, Mayor . Woodward 
stalked from his office to go to lunch. 
ate a sandwich and was back at 
the meeting of the park board before 
it assembled. 

Mayor Woodward spoke encourag- 
ingly of the charter reform move! 
ment. He declared that it was im- 
perative that council heed the mur. 
muring of the people. He said that if 
council does not revise the charter, 
the people can take the matter in 
their own hands. 

“I believe the resolution introduced 
at the meeting Monday night will be 
adopted when eounci] assembles 
again,” Mayor Wocdward said. “A 
majority voting against the resolution 
of Councilman Humphrey did not know 
the real significance.’’ 

The mayor was asked if he had heard 
that insurgent members of council had 
met Tuesday morning to organize 
against him. He laughed. Then he 
scowled, and then laughed again. 

“They can’t make it any more un- 
pleasant for me than I can for them, 
and Ill guarantee that it-won’t be my 
fingers to get burned.” 

Mayor Woodward said that the peo- 
ple were demanding sweeping changes 
in the charter. He was asked what, 
in his opinion, was the most urgent 
reform. He replied that if he had his 
way about it, he would reorganize ev- 
ery department in the city. 

“IT don’t want to hurt anybody’s feel- 
ings,’ he explained, “but I would fa- 
vor closing up each department for a 
day and putting it right back in work- 
ing order. There are some I would 
Keep, and some that I would let go. 
Quality would be the only element that 
would count. Quantity wouldn’t go 
with me.” 

Reform Finance Sheet. 

Discussing the finance apportionment 
of the city, Mayor Woodward said that 
he was opposed toallowing the comp- 
troller making wp the sheet for the 
finance committee. He intimated that 
one of hig first efforts will be in the 
direction of reforming the method. 

Councilman Humphrey, chairman of 
the finance committee, has the same 
views as Mayor Woodward in the mat- 
ter of finance committee reforms. He 
says he will oppose the committee an- 
ticipating future revenue in making 
up the budgets. 

Mayor Woodward declared Tuesday 
afternoon that he had asked Alderman 
Arthur Van Dyke to reconsider his 
resignation as chairman of the school 
committee. The mayor said that he 
selected the committee for Alderman 
Van DyKe because he believed that he 
Was best fitted to serve in that ca- 
pacity. 

Alderman Van Dyke asked the mayor 
to be relieved of committee appoint- 
ments on the pléa that he wanted to 
devote some time to his medical prac- 
tice. During the past two years Dr. 
Van Dyke has devoted much of his 
time away from his office to city af- 
fairs. He declined the police commit-

Damage in California Is ts- 
timated at $40,000,000. 


Los Angeles, Cal., January 7.—From 
San Bernardino to Los Angeles ev- 
ery acre of oranges and lemons has 
been frozen. 

This was the statement that came 


tonight from Pomona Center, one of! 
the heaviest producing sections of the} 
citrus fruit belt. Only a fifth of the} 
crop may be saved, it was asserted. 
If this be true thetotalloss on 150,- 
000 acres of fruit will amount to closs 
to $40,000,000. 

More conservative estimates, how- 
ever, figured the total damage at $20,- 
000,000. Between five and eight mil- 
lions of this sum will be the loss to 
rallroads ‘in curtailing freight re-, 
ceipts. 


Final Killing Yrost. 

The weather moderated considera 
bly today, but the mercury began to 
drop at sundown, and it was expect- 
ed that by midnight the fruit grow- 
ers would be in the midst of the final 
“killing frost” of the present cold snap. 

While Pomona reported a damage 
of 80 per cent of the crop, San Ber- 
nardino county appeared today to be*® 
the heaviest sufferer. San Bernaz- 
dino includes the large redlands or- 
ange section adjoining Riverside, and | 
it was declared that 90 per cent of, 
the crop was ruined. In this county | 
alone, it was asserted, growers would | 
lose from $9,000,000 to $11,000,000. 

Growers and representatives of fruit 
buying and shipping concerns report- 
ed tonight that an inspection of the 
entire citrus country showed the great 
devastation. The cold was so intense 
and so sustained in all sections that 
today the orange and lemon foliage 
appeared shriveled and dry. Orchard- 
ists maintain that the matured trees 
were not damaged, though they ad- 
mit that froste killed much nursery 


stock. 


Attitude of Government. 


Actual losses to/both growers and 

railroads, however, will be dependent 
to a certain extent upon the attitude 
of the government toward the ship- 
ment of slightly damaged fruit. 
The head of a big shipping concern 
declared that if the government held 
the same attitude as it did last year 
in the northern “sweated fruit” cases 
the present crop would be the small- 
est in the history of the citrus in- 
dustry. 

Nearly one hundred carloads of oil, 
distillate and other fuels were used in 
the smudging operations last night. In 
Redlands the orchardists quit trying 
to do anything when the thermometer 
showed a minimum of 19 degrees. San 
Bernardino was 2 degrees lower and 
there citrus men estimated that the 
loss would be fully $3,000,000.

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~ ARMY RESERVE 


URGED BY WOOD 


General Thinks Those Who 
Enlist in the Reserve 
Should Receive Pay. 


Washington, January 7.—In order 
that a reasonably strong reserve may 
be established in the United States 
with the least possible delay, all men 
who have served in the regular army, 
marine corps of militia and are of 
proper age and physically fit should 
he authorized to enlist at once in the 
reserve and receive pay, in the opinion 
of Major General Leonard Wood, chief 
of staff of the army. General Wood 
today indorsed the bill introduced by 
Representative Tilson, of Connecticut, 
providing for a national military Te- 
serve. 

“The reservists should receive $2 a 
month while in reserve,” said General 
Wood, “and when called upon in war 
should receive an amount equivalent 
to $2 for each month he may have 
served in the reserve. This would 
give the reservist something to leave 
with his family and would encourage 
men to go into the reserve and to re- 
main in it. 

“The necessity for providing a re- 
gerve of officers qualified to serve 48 
company officers of reserves of vol- 
unteers is also one of great import- 
ance and should receive serious at- 
tention. 

“I am of the opinion that it would 
be practicable to select from the grad- 
vatinge classes of those militia schools 
where we have army officers as millf- 
tary instructors 500 men each year 
who should be commissioned as sec- 
ond lieutenants in the regular army 
for one year and to be discharged at 
the end of that period with a certifi- 
cate of proficiency, if they merit it.” 

By way of contrast with the United 
States. which has no reserves, General 
Wood enumerated the reserves in the 
following countries: Great Britain, 
215,000; Japan, 1,000,000; Italy, 1,500,- 
000; Austria, 2,500,000; France, 2,000,- 
000; Germany 4,700,000; Russia, 5,400,- 
000. 


REORGANIZATION STARTS 
FOR COSMOPOLITAN LIFE 


The first formal court action in the 
reorganization of the Cosmopolitan Life 
Insurance company, which has been in 
litigation since last fall, was taken yes- 
terday when Judge George L. Bell, of 
the superior court, cited officers of the 
company to appear before him January 
18 to show cause why the assets of the 
company should not be liquidated. 

The liquidation order which was 
taken by Attomey General T. S. Felder, 
acting for the insurance department, 
which now controls the concern’s af- 
fairs, is regarded as a mere formality 
of the court, as the stockholders at a 
recent meeting agreed to this and de- 
cided to form a new company to be 
known as “The Cosmopolitan Life In- 
surance company.” It will be capitaliz- 
ed-at $100,000, Instead of $1,000,000, as 
was the old company, and the affairs 
of the former company will be trans- 
fered to it.

E. J. Griffin. a merchant of Cat Creek, 
12 miles north of here, who was shot 
on December 26, by Warren Clements, 
a merchant at Barrett, Ga., died this 
morning as a result of the wound.

QUIBBLING WITH DEATH. 


Among the most commendable acts of 
the outgoing council was its refusal to 
listen to the sticklers for technicality, In 
the face of whose protests it authorized the 
water commission to apply the $16,000 ac- 
cruing from premiums on water bonds to 
the protection of the coagulating basin near 
the city’s reservoirs. A fight was made on 
the proposal on the purely’ technical 
grounds that the money thus appropriated 
had originally been specified for another 
purpose connected with the water system. 

Had this contention been sustained, 
council would simply have been placed in 
the attitude of quibbling with death. The 
surface closets near the coagulating basin 
now contaminate the city’s water supply 
with all manner of germs. It is imperative 
that the city acquire the adjoining proper- 
ty, that it may remove this menace. Even 
hiding behind the hedge of technicalities 
has little valid excuse, since the money Is 
in all events to be spent upon a most impor- 
tant detail of the water system. Safeguard- 
ing the lives and health of more than 150,- 


000 people is the first essential to any wa- 


ter supply. After that is insured, it is in 
order to debate how other profits from bond 
premiums are to be expended. 

Council has taken the one course con- 
sistent with the public welfare. The Con- 
stitution believed former Mayor Winn to be 
in error when he vetoed the first effort in 
this direction. It is to be hoped Mayor 
Woodward will not obstruct the consumma- 
tion of this life and death project. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN MEETING. 


Mr. S. M. Inman in another column out- 


lines the importance to the city and to re- 
ligion generally of the simultaneous meet- 
ing in Atlanta next May of the-three great 
deliberative assemblies of the Presbyterian 
church in America. Mr. Inman shows that 
there will be present at that time not only 
the eighteen hundred delegates, but also 
visitors to the number of three thousand— 
all drawn from among the most prominent 
and representative elements in the denom- 
inational and secular life of the country. 

The immensity of the gathering should 
in itself be enough to focalize Atlanta’s 
spirit of hospitality upon the needs of the 
occasion. In addition, it cannot be too 
greatly emphasized that the meeting is it- 
self epochal. For the first time since the 
civil war, the representatives of the three 
national bodies of this great sect assem- 
ble at one time in one city. It would, per- 
haps, be going too far to say that this fact 
is precursor to a merging of the three divi- 
sions. But when it is considered that dif- 
férences are mainly non-essential and not 
fundamental, and that the spirit of unity is 
to attend the conferences, the possibilities 
of the meeting are seen in their true pro- 
portion. 

The trend, among denominations the na- 
tion over, is toward unification and the 
submerging of those differences rising in 
sheer sectionalism or outworn tradition. 
The conditions under which the Presbyte- 
rians of America will meet in Atlanta next 
May probably mark the “farthest north” 
yet achieved in this direction. In that re- 
spect the meeting will be historic. Atlanta 
welcomes the distinction’ of staging so 
memorable an event and will greet it with 
the broad and open hospitality its impor- 
tance merits.

There is no sec- 
tion of the country that has grown more 
proportionately the last quarter of a century, 
nor is there any section that has as great 
prospect for future development. Nowhere 
are there more strongly developed the inher- 
ent elements of speedy recovery from finan- 
cial disturbance or crop shortage. 

The 1912 cotton crop is a normal one, In 
Some sections, perhaps more so in Georgia 
than in any other state in the cotton belt, 
the crop has suffered from weather condi- 
tions causing some local stringency and de- 
lay in collections, and yet the Georgia crop, 
which will reach 1,800,000 bales and more, 1s 
about normal, although 900,000 bales less 
than that of 1911. While 900,000 bales might 
have meant $45,000,000 more at 10 cents, the 
increased price for the present crop will 
make up more than half that loss, which 
is still further mitigated by better fruit, 
grain, and forage crops than the state has 
known in years. Ten thousand Georgia boys 
organized into corn clubs in every county in 
the state, exhibiting keen rivalry in produc- 
tion, constitute one factor which has mate- 
rially helped, and will continue to help, in- 
crease the south’s agricultural wealth. 

The increased traffic of the railroads, 
which has brought a steady healthy gain in 
gross earnings, has been followed by exten- 
sions, improvements, and added equipment to 
take care of it—an indication of sounc 
conditions; and this financial health is re- 


‘flected in commercial bank deposits which 


have grown steadily from year to year, show- 
ing a total gain the past five years of 35 per 
cent, while savings accounts in Atlanta and 
many other sections of the state have in- 
creased 100 per cent, and sometimes more 
within the same period. All of which is 
evidence of a commercial confidence that is 
the strong underlying feature of business re- 
lations in this territory. 

Immigration is bringing us more and 
more each year valuable industrial and agri- 
cultural workers. Farm lands through im- 
proved methods have been made to double 
their yield and often more; lands offered at 
$15 two years ago are held today at $25 and 
$30 per acre, and others in proportion. Man- 
ufacturers have kept pace with agriculture 
and commerce, increasing same 10 per cent 
a year. Georgia’s annual manufactured prod- 
ucts are worth today around $240,000,000 
against approximately $120,000;000 ten years 
ago. Southern mills are adding spindles and 
consuming more cotton; their increased con- 
sumption this year over last was in excess 
of 57,000 bales. 

It is true money is somewhat high just 
at the moment, but with the marketing of 
cotton and other crops there is every indi- 
cation that the money market will return 
to normal in the very early spring. 

With a good crop in -1918,-there is no 
reason why Georgia should not be better 
off than at any time in her history, and this 
assertion is equally applicable to every state 
in the cotton belt. 


The Presbyterian Assembly. 


Editor Constitution: It was published in 
a recent issue of The Constitution, and has 
been repeatedly published in the Atlanta pa- 
pers, that I am chairman of the general com- 
mittee to arrange for the reception and 
entertainment of the delegates of the sever- 
al great Presbyterian assemblies which are 
to hold a joint meeting in Atlanta next May. 
This is a mistake. Some time about the 
first of last July, I was written to Poland 
Spring, Maine, that at a meeting of the 
Presbyterian Ministers’ association of At- 
lanta, I was elected chairman of this com- 
mittee. I promptly wrote two of the lead- 
ministers of the association, and also 
the secretary, that I could not accept the 
chairmanship—that I would not be in At- 
lanta for many months; and in fact I was 
not certain I could be here tn May. I felt 
that the colossal work of arranging for pos- 
sibly eighteen hundred delegates and mem- 
bers of the various boards ought to be be- 
gun at once, and that in my opinion at least 
$20,000 should be raised for the various ex- 
penses. Under these conditions I could not 
possibly accept 

Mr. J. K. Orr has accepted the leadership 
of the committee and is its chairman. I 
know of no man better fitted to carry out 
the work in a manner worthy of the city. 
He has organized the forces and is going 
ahead with the plans. I cannot agree to be 
given the credit and honor for the week 
which Mr. Orr is so faithfully doing. 

In addition to the delegates it is expected 
there will be two to three thousand visitors 
on this great occasion. If Atlanta, at this 
beautiful season of the year, sends these 
delegates and visitors away, pleased with 
her welcome and hospitality, it will be of 
untold benefit to the city. Every home in the 
city, where it is possible, ought to be thrown 
open. 

If, on the other hand, our guests are 
shown the cold shoulder and meager hos- 
pitality, Atlanta’s reputation will suffer in- 
jury. Many of the-delegates and visitors 
from the north and west, aS well as from our 
own southern church, are men of wealth and 
prominence and influence, and tkeir good 
opinion will be worth a vast amount to us. 

I ask that not only all the Presbyterians 
of Atlanta and Georgia, but all the people of 
our city assist and co-operate with Mr. Orr 
and his committee in carrying to success 
the work which they have so nobly under- 
taken.

Opposes Constitutional Convention. 

Ieditor Constitution: in reference to the 
holding of a constitutional convention for 
the purpose of framing a new constitution, 
I have looked carefully for some good reason 
to be advanced in support of the convention 
of Representative Edmondson, of Brooks, 
and I am sorry to have to dissent. The mere 
fact it is thirty-five years old is no argu- 
ment against the wisdom of the organic law. 
I am informed the state of Massachusetts 
has never had but one constitution and that 
is the original charter granted by the king 
which the people adopted as their constitu- 
tion in 1776. 

The cost of holding a convention, while 
not controlling, $hould be considered. I pre- 
dict a convention would sit at least a hun- 
dred days and all told would cost the peo- 
ple not less than a quarter of a million of 
dollars. 

The learned writer suggests we could re- 
form the judiciary. Why a convention to re- 
form the judiciary? What could it do to re- 
form the judges, and do the judges need any 
reforming? The people already have all the 
machinery necessary to reform any judge 
who may need it. And why do away with 
the so-called and much-abused technicali- 
ties? Which ones would a new convention 
do away with so as to insure speedy jus- 
tice? Would the people favor trimming the 
sacred bill of rights or increasing the pur- 
poses for which taxes may be levied? A con- 
stitution is neeessarily technical. A conven- 
tion is not necessary to abolish city courts. 
And why abolish the court of appeals? This 
court was recommended several times by the 
State Bar association and the amendment to 
the constitution establishing the court was 
overwhelmingly carried by the people at the 
election. 

I sincerely belieye the better way is to 
amend the constitufion as we progress, one 
Subject at a time, as we have een doing. 
Should a convention be held it would onlv 
be a short time until amendments would be 
proposed to perfect the organic law as it is 
now. The constitution is the only monument 
which Georgia has fo her great son Robert 
Toombs. so let us keep it and alter or amend 
as conditions may require. f

How It Might Be

Peter Stone was an 18-year-old boy. He 
never had a chance. During infancy his fa- 
ther died, and his mother’s second husband 
s00n quit them in abject poverty. At 13 he 
was left an orphan. Poverty, squalor and 
ignorance were his inheritance. Peter’s first 
job was in a clock fac- 
tory. During the sum- 
mer following he was 
laid off. No work was 
in sight anywhere, so 
Peter drifted down to a 
summer resort. He 
fared no whit better 
there, and, being almost 
starved, in desperation 
he stole a watch with 
which to get some food. 
Stone was caught, con- 
victed and _ sentenced. 
When he had served his 
time he was no better 
off than when he began 
it. Up against it, with 
nowhere to turn, he ho- 
boed around. The next 
scrape he got into was 
a bicycle theft. He pleaded guilty. There 
are hundreds of boys doing time in Geor- 
gia who are not a bit worse than Peter Stone. 
The only difference in them is that Peter 
Stone lived in the state of Connecticut, while 
these others live in the Empire State of the 
South. 

Probation is a system by which a court 
of criminal jurisdiction is vested with cer- 
tain discretionary powers in dealing with 
offenders, so as to enable it to allow the 
lawbreaker his liberty under conditions fixed 
by the court, which he must comply with, 
under the friendly, yet authoritative, guid- 
ance and oversight of an officer of the court, 
known as a probation officer. 

Eighteen states have such a system, and 
one of these is Connecticut. And so it hap- 
pened that upon the plea of guilty being en- 
tered in the case of The State v. Peter Stone, 
the judge sentenced the boy to one year in 
the penitentiary, but suspended sentence 
and placed him on _ probation. For the 
first time in his life the young fellow 
got what he needed all along, a real friend. 
Force of circumstances had driven him into 
crime, and so the probation officer saw to 
it that he would make circumstances such 
that the seeming necessity for crime would 
be forever removed. This man got Peter a 
job in a brass foundry, helped him find a 
clean, wholesome boarding house and taught 
him to be self-reliant and self-respecting. 
Three years have slipped by since that sen- 
tence was suspended. Looking at that boy 
today, you would never read in his honest 
features the story of misery and want and 
ignorance which led him into a life of dis- 
honor. 

In jail Peter Stone lived entirely at pub- 
lic expense. 

On probation Peter Stone was self-sup- 
porting. 

In jail Peter Stone became shiftless due 
to the discouragements of long confinement. 

On probation he was on the job and the 
friendly influence of the probation officer 
made him happy to stick there. 

In jail Peter Stone was in the constant as- 
sociation of crooks and blackguards.

On probation he had a friend whose aid 


he could invoke and whose friendly interest 
he could be sure of, so lomg as he was “on 
the square.” 

After leaving jail a man finds it hard to 
get work. 

When Peter Stone was discharged from 
probation he was at work and had been for 
some time and was more than making good. 

The story of this young fellow’s life is 
typical of what a great many other lives 
could be, if this way of dealing with the first 
offender commends itself to the wisdom of 
our lawmakers. The state is trying to make 
the crook straight and not more villainous. 
It is not doing this because It loves the crim- 
inal, but because in reformation lies the best 
method of protection. If this be true then 
the best path toward reformation would 
seem to be the shortest toward protection. 

Is there not a difference between the 
criminal by malice and the criminal by ac- 
cident, between the man who holds a man 
up and robs him at the pistol point and a 
Peter Stone? If there is, why not make the 
laws broad enough to recognize the differ- 
ence? Let the law speak the fact. Let the 
next legislature pass a bill providing for sus- 
pension of sentence under probation.

THE MAN IN THE 
IRON MASK, 


The greatest mystery of all history is the 
marvelous story concerning the Man in the 
Iron Mask, and it seems almost incredible 
that, in spite of the great amount of investi- 
gation, nothing has ever been brought to 
light to throw the slightest clew as to who 
was this mysterious personage. 

The individual about whom so much has 
been written first attracted attention in the 


latter part of the seventeenth century as a 


Prisoner in the French prison-castle of Pig- 
nerol. His hands were slender and white, 
like those of a courtier, and his carefulness 
in dress indicated that he was born to refine- 
ment. His cell was furnished in a luxurious 
way, unlike those of the other prisoners, and 
everything was done for his comfort and 
convenience, but the striking thing about 
him was that his face was completely cov- 
ered by a huge, shapeless black mask. 

This mask was of wonderful mechanism. 
It was made of velvet and was supported 
by steel springs, and so constructed that the 
prisoner could eat and drink without remov- 
ing it. It had every appearance of being 
made of iron, and for that reason the prisoner 
received the name of “The Man in the Iron 
Mask.” 

King Louis, it is said, had himself penned 
the instructions: “Look to it that no one 
ever is to know what became of this man.” 

One day, while thus confined at Pignerol, 
the prisoner observed crowds lounging about 
the prison below his window, and tearing a 
piece of linen from the sleeve of his shirt, 
he wrote thereon a message with a piece of 
metal dipped in his own blood, and by means 
of a weight cast it to the ground, where it 


was picked up by a peasant, who was in- 
Stantly taken before the prison governor. 

So much precaution was exercised that no 
one should know who the prisoner was, and 
fearing, that the man had read the writing 
on the linen, he was put to death. After that 
nothing that could be utilized for the convey- 
ing of a message was allowed within reach 
of the Man in the Iron Mask. 

But the military governor of this fortress 
was not satisfied that the identity of his 
prisoner could be kept secret, and he was 
carried for greater safety to adungeon tower 
on the Island of St. Marguerite, in the Medi- 
terranean. One day while fishermen were 
passing in a boat, the prisoner with a knife 
point laborously scratched a sentence or two 
upon a silver plate and threw it from the 
window into the boat. The only fact that it 
was found and that the fishermen were un- 
able to read saved their lives. This was the 
last chance the prisoner ever had of commu- 
nicating with the outer world. 

Finally he was taken to the Bastille, 
Paris, which was filled with dark, slimy, rat- 
infested dungeons for political prisoners. 
But he was placed in comfortable quarters, 
and of such prominence was this political 
prisoner that while he was partaking of his 
meal the guards, even to the governor of the 
Bastille, found it necessary to stand to accord 
him their proper respect. 

The Man in the Iron Mask lived in this 
fortress for five years, when it was an- 
nounced on the night of November 9, 1703, 
that he had died. He had been held captive 
for twenty-four years. He was buried under 
the name “De Marchiel,” and the room in the 
prison where he was confined was entirely 
demolished for fear he might have found 
some means of conveying a message to the 
world as to his Itdentity. 

Some historians have believed that the 
prisoner was a twin brother of Louis XIV. 
of France; others that he was an illegitimate 
child of Anne of Austria, and still others that 
he was a son of Cardinal Mazarin, with whom 
Anne of Austria was on sentimental terms 
while he was Richelieu’s successor. Recently 
a historian has tried to figure out that the 
prisoner was Count Mattioli, an Italian diplo- 
mat, who had grievously offended the king, 
and it was in this way he punished him. 

No direct proof has ever been obtained to 
connect him with any one of these persons. 
The fact remains that the prisoner was 
guarded as never before or since has prisoner 
been guarded; that he was treated like a 
prince, and that no mah ever saw his face 
after he became 4 prisoner. Who this pris- 
oner was and what offense he had incurred 
to be thus punished for twenty-four years 
no one will ever know. It still remains his- 
tory’s greatest mystery.

Mr. Gib- 
son wanted to put cod liver ofl on 
the free list because of its medicinal 
value to children. He classed splices 
as luxuries, traceable to ancient 
Sybaritic and voluptuous conditions fn 
the south of tlaly. “No mother,” said 
he, “gives her child spices, nor does 
anvone take them from real liking.” 

The first witness today was Theodore 
Ricksecker, of New York, who bespoke 
the opposition of the Manufacturing 
Perfumes association to the transfer of 
distilled and essential oils from the 
free list to a 20 per cent ad valorem 
duty. He regarded it as a mistaken 
notion that perfumery was a luxury, 
and said he had known of working 
girls who spent much of their wages 
for it.

LESS THAN OTHER BIG CITIES

Washington, January 7.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Philander P. Claxton, commissioner 
‘of education of the United States, has 
gathered material on salaries paid 
school teachers and school superinten- 
dents in the country, which shows that 
Atlanta pays her superintendent con- 
siderably less than other big cities. 
New York's superintendent of edu- 
cation gets $12,000 a year, having re- 
cently received a raise of $2,000; Chi- 
cCago’s woman superintendent gets 
$10,000, Boston pays the head of her 
public schools the same amount. 
Salaries paid by other cities are 
Pittsburg, $9,000; St. Louis, $8,000; 
| Philadelphia, Seattle and Buffalo, 
1$7,500 each. Minneapolis pays $5,500.

ARE YOU BOTHERED 


CHILD MOTHER 
AND AN ERRING “SHINER” 


You have read of the prodigal judge, of 
the unjust judge and of the judge who 
is stern without any other qualifica- 
tions. Here is a little story about a 
judge who, though stern, is yet gentle, 
who has visited punishment upon 
enough sin and crime and vice and 
weakness to have become a misen- 
thrope and a cynic. This particular 
judge has become neither, and never 
will, for in his heart is a love for the 
humanity that often stands before him 
all but masked by snarling hatred or 
sullen submission. It is Judge Wil- 
liam T. Newman, of the federal court, 
and the rest of the story just deals 
with a plain moonshiner before the 
law cast its shadow across his ro- 
mance of the Blue Ridge, and after- 
ward, too. | 

They marry early up in the moun- 
tains. They have not yet achieved the 
calculated sophistry of the lowlands, 
which bids the man and the maid 
wait until the lookout on the financial 
horizon reports, “All’s well!” They’re 
impatient and primitive up in the 
mountains. Something of Eden and its 
sweet recklessness breathes from the 
rhododendron and the swaying laurel 
and the galyx. The mountaineer and 
his girl may have little money. What 
is money, scores of miles from the 
railroad? What is money, when love 
beckons and sings its sonnets through 
the pines and paints its mirages in 
peak-broken sunsets of lordly glory? 
So they mate early up in the moun- 
tains and the little brood begins to 
gather about the knees of the mother 
when her city sister is just seriously 
considering the problem of beaux. 

They Have Their Code, Too. 

Up in the mountains they have, too, 
their own inherited code touching that 
legal phrase “‘mine and thine.” In the 
Blue Ridge principality you can sleep 
the year round with your windows 
open, hike from home for days on 
end and never feel the need of staple 
and padlock. But some of them be- 
lieve that having grown corn at much 
labor, it Is theirs to do with as they 
will. In former years hosts of them 
used to distill it into whisky and thus 
swell the meager home hoard. The 
“revenoos” broke most of them of the 
habit, though it left many uncon- 
vinced. A few still make ‘“moon- 
shine,” and probably will as long as 
they live. They can’t argue them- 
selves into the conviction: that it’s 
wrong. 

A short while ago they brought a 
strapping young fellow down from 
the Blue Ridge and arraigned him be- 
fore Judge Newman charged with 
illicit distilling. The evidence was 
indisputable. He thad been “caught 
with the goods.” The court had no 
alternative. He was sent to the At- 
lanta jall. 

The Woman and the Judge. 


It is likely Judge Newman speedily 
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forgot the case. Judges, like physi-' 
clans, must try to forget tragedies, if 
they would keep their hands steady 
and their minds clear to the work of 
the day. . 

A little more than a week after the 
sentencing of the clean-limbed boy 
from the mountains, there w23 a break 
in the routine of the federal court. A 
Sirl of 16, with mignonette face and 
coloring, stood before the tudge. What 
had been her shoes were tattered rem- 
nants of leather. Cheap gingham 
covered a frail but straight and supple 
body. She swayed a little, seemed a 
trifle tired. She had walked from the 
mountains. She would have made the 
trip more. quickly had it not been for 
the round-eyed, wondering baby that 
peered up inquisitivelvy from her arms 
at the stern-featured man on the bench. 

Quietly, but directly, as is the fashion 
of the mountain folk, she told her 
story. ‘I married young,” she said. 
“Thar’s another young ’un at home a 
year older’n this ’un. The only one 
that can feed us three is down here 
for ‘shinin.” Won’t you free him, 
jedge?” The keen-eyed chap whom 
Judge Newman had sentenced for illicit 
distilling was her husband. 


The Gentle Judge. 

Silently, the judge studied the child. 
She was no more than that, in spite 
of the burden of maternity. Clear eye 
looked into clear eye, the one with 
much knowledge of guile and deception 
behind it, the other straightforward 
and unflinching. The judge believed 
the story. 

He is an advocate of justice. He 
holds the scales level. He is a faithful 
servant of society. But he believes 
the wind should be tempered to the 
shorn lamb. Pity is never far from his 
right hand. He spoke as quietly and 
tersely as had she. 

*You shall have your husband,” he 
said. His hand traveled rapidly across 
paper for a few moments. He handed 
the order for release to a court deputy. 

Today, the girl and boy-husband are 
back in the Blue Ridge with their lit- 
tle brood, with less of the fierce moun- 
tain resentment for the law, and all 
because of the judge with the sad but 
stern face in the big white building in 
Atlanta.

WHEN SHIP STRIKES 


Only 6 Men of the Crew of the 
Rosecrans Saved---Rosecrans 
an Ill-Fated Vessel. 


Astoria, Ore. January 7.—The oil 
tank steamship Rosecrans, Captain L. 
F. Johnson, from Monterey, Cal, for 
Portland, Ore., ran aground early to- 
day on Peacock Spit, while crossing 
into the Columbia river, during a 55- 
mile gale, and later sank, with 31 
members of her crew of 37. 

One survivor of the wreck was re- 
ported tonight to have reached shore 
at Tioga, Wash., 6 miles from the scene 
of the disaster, and the Point Adams 
life-saving crew, which, with the crew 
from Fort Canby, had been at work 
since early morning, rescued three 
other men late today. The latter had 
taken refuge in the rigging when the 
ship went down. For many hours they 
clung there, the waves breaking over 
them repeatedly. 

Late today the wind died down some- 
what, and the life-savers were enabled 
to reach them. Two of the men were 
taken from their perch, while the 
third, who had leaped into the sea 
when the lifeboat neared the spot, wag 
taken from the water. 

Owing to the thick weather, the 
Plight of the Rosecrans was not known 
for several hours. 

The’ Rosecrans, owned by the Asso- 
ciated Oil company, has been an ill- 
fated vessel. While loading oil at 
Gaviota on August 27, 1912, she caught 
fire and was burned to the water's 
edge. On March 12 of the same year 
she was driven on the rocks at Gavio- 
ta and two of her Grew were lost.

2,976 tons gross. 


RIVERSIDE MILLS CASE 
AGAINST GEORGIA ROAD 


| Washington, January 7.—In the case 
of the Riverside mills, of Augusta, Ga., 
againt the Georgia railroad and other 
carriers, the interstate commerce com- 
mission decided today that ‘“carload 
‘minimum weights should be establish- 
ed with reference to the loading ca- 
pacity of the car. If carriers desire to 
protect themselves from unduly 
charges per Gar, they should do 80 by 
regulating the rate, and not bw pre- 
scribing minimum weights which can 
only be loaded in cars of unusual 
size.” 

It was held further to be “incumbent 
upon carriers to furnish cars that will 
ordinarily contain the minimum weight 
established, or to publish a rule that 
will provide for charging shippers on 
that basis, when unable to gurnish such 
cars.” 

The Riverside mills made two ship- 
ments of cotton factory sweepings to 
Lockland, Ohio. The road: had fixed 
a minimum weight of 30,000 pounds 
applicable to’ cars of any size, where- 
as caly the fifty cars could accommo- 
date that weight of cotton factory 
sweepings. The arbitrary minimum 
weight was held to be unjust to the 
shippers when only 36-foot cars Were 
furnised ,and $90 reparation was _ al- 
lowed.

G: Lindholm Suggests 
Changes in School and 
Health Departments.

In a detailed report on Atlanta’s 
school and health departments, made 
to the chamber of commerce by 8S. G. 
Lindholm, expert prober for the New 
York bureau of municipal research, 
the recommendation is made that the 
schools be turned into social centers, 
where debating, literary, politica) and 
social clubg may meet. 

To make thig possible, each school 
building should be provided with au- 
ditorium and adequate seats. and ef- 
ficient lighting system, all of which 
are lacking in many of the schools. 

Mr. Lindholm suggests that. the 
health board has to put up with inef- 
ficlent members because of the ward 
system of election. 
~* Like Herbert R. Sands, the expert 
who reported on Atlanta's other de- 
partments several days ago, Mr. Lind- 
holm criticises the board spstem and 
favors the centralization of power in 
fewer department heads. 

Reforms Are Urged. 

Better fire protection in the public 
schools, better sanitary conditions to 
surround the children, more and bet- 
ter playgrounds, which should be open 
to the children all afternoon as well 
as during school hours, greater re- 
Strictions 4n cases of contagious dis- 
eases, adequate records of each tuber- 
culosis patient within the city, and 
better milk inspection are among the 
reforms urged upon Atlanta by the 
New York expert prober. 

He finds many reasons for congrat- 
ulation also, among them the increase 
in teachers’ salaries, the centraliza- 
tion of power in the superintendent to 
select teachers, and the standards of 
medical examination now in vogue in 
the school. — 

Among the other recommendations 
made for the school. department are 
the following: 3 

Recommendations Made. 

That possible danger from fire be im- 
mediately reduced by installing fire es- 
capes where necessary; putting in ex- 
tra doors; having all doors open out: 
widening doors; widening corridors 
and stairways. 

That sanitary conditions be immedi- 
ately improved; Nghting all toilets suf- 
ficiently. 

That “continuous record” cards for 
each pupils be provided at once. 

That financial uniform records rec- 
ommended by the United States bu- 
reau, with modifications to serve loca] 
schools, be introduced at once. 

That a school census be taken at 
once. 

That at least ore more, ssistant be 
given the superintendent to enable 
him to make continuous tests of the 
class room efficiency of the teachers. 

That confining the teaching of prin 
cipals to upper grades only be dis- 
continued at once, so that such time as 
is given be centered on classes and 
g@rades where there is greatest weak- 
ness. 

That the board of education arrange 
for a study of the teaching of domestic« 
and mechanic arts in other cities, with 
the idea of extending the teaching of 
these subjects in Atlanta school, 

That school playgrounds be put ina 
condition for use by following present 
minimum standardsS of playground 
equipment. 

That adequate play space be provided 
for all schools. 

Health Board Improvement. 

Mr. Lindhom’s recommendations for 
the health deparjment include the fol- 
lowing: 

That the making of heal h ordinances 
be the function of the boa‘d of health 
Land that no other body have the power 
to repeal the same as long as they con- 
form to existing laws.

ELECTRIC POWER 
FOR RAILWAYS 


Grant by Government Be- 
lieved to Be Beginning of 
General Electrification. 


Washington, January 7.—What Sec- 
retary Fisher believes to be the begin- 
ning of the electrification of all trans- 
continental railroads was marked to- 
day by a grant to the Great Falls 
(Montana) Power company to trans- 
mit over public domain, under strict 
government regulations, power for the 
electrification of 450 miles of tracks 
of the main line of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and Puget Sound railroad be- 
tween Harlowtown, Mont., and Avery. 

The fact that the Great Falls com- 
Pany was “willing to accept the full- 
est provisions for the protection of 
public interests, even where all it was 
asking was for a transmission line,” 
is of even greater importance from 
the public benefit point of view, as- 
serted Secretary Fisher, than the fur- 
ther great electrification of railroads 
which must follow. 

“It demonstrates,” he continued, “not 
only that the provisions for the pro- 
tection of the public interest upon 
which the department of the interior 
insists do not prohibit water power 
development, as has been claimed by 
its opponents, but that the greatest 
development which has yet taken place 
in the practical application of elec- 
tricity can be and is betng taken un- 
der these very provisions, The power 
company and the department found 
that they could co-operate cordially 
and effectively in fixing the terms of 
a grant s% as to recognize effectively 
both public and private interests and 
rights.” 

The grant, which is for fifty years, 
was worked out under the act o7 
March 4, 1911, relating to electrical 
transmission, telephone and telegraph 
lines. 

The grant is subject to readjust- 
ment every ten years, provides for 
regulation of rates and service, the 
sale of power to the United States, the 
state and cities at as low a rate as 
is given any other buyer and prohibits 
the transfer of the permit without 
the approval of the secretary of the 
interlor.

REBATES ARE PAID 
BY SHIPPING TRUST 


System Is Described by Witnesses 
| Before the House Merchant 
Marine Committee. 


Washington, January 7.—A system 
of deferred rebates, granted by the so- 
called “ship combination” to shippers 
iwho deal exclusively with its members, 
was described today to the house mier- 
chant marine committee by a repre- 
Sentative of a firm who had received 
rebates for four years. 

The representative was Joseph Pur- 
cell, of Hard & Rand, of New York, 
one of the largest importers of Brazil- 
ian coffee to the United States. He 
‘said that for shipping its coffee ex- 
,Clusively by the Lamport & Holt 
line, the Prince line and Hamburg 
South Amenica line, his concern is giv- 
en & maximum rebate of 10 per cent. 

Mr. Purcell’s statement came as a 
climax of a day’s testimony hinting at 
the existence of such a rebating sys- 
tem. J. J.. Slechta, New York agent 
for the Lloyd Brazileire line, owned 
and operated by the Brazilian govern- 
ment between New York and Brazil, 
‘had just testified that his company in 
| the last six years, in attempting to 
, compete with the “conference” lines, 
/had lost $6,000,000. He suggested that 
failure of his company to get business 
| was a deferred rebating system. 

Sidney Storey, of New Orleans, testi- 
fied that an attempt to start an inde- 
pendent steamship line from New Or- 
leang to Brazil last summer had re- 
sulted in failure because not a pound 
of freight could be obtained in South 
America for a return trip. He, too, 
suspected deferred rates were the cause 
of this. Mr. Purcell testified that the 
rebate system was started in 1908 and, 
with modifications made in 1909 or 
1910, existed today. 

Mr. Slechta had ‘told the committee 
that the “conference” lines had raised 
the rate since October, 1912, from 40 
cents to 50 cents a bag, but that an 
offer by hig line to Hard & Rand to 
carry their coffee for 26 cents a bag 
had been declined. 

When Chairman Alexander, of the 
house committee, asked Mr. Purcell to 
explain this, the witness testified that 
had the offer been accepted his con- 
cern would have lost their deferred 
rebate only to get a service that for 
regularity an efficiency would not be 
satisfactory.

Former Georgia Star Slated for Reg- 
ular Shortstop Berth This 
Year, 


Claude L. Derrick, who probably will 
Play shortstop for the Highlanders this 
year, has had plenty of experience. He 
was a substitute infielder with the 
Athletics when they won the world’s 
series from the Giants in 1911 and re- 
mained with the team part of last 
year, until Connie Mack sold him to 
the Baltimore International league 
club.

CHANGE IN FORM

from the legislature until next July. 
Just at present council has a great 
stress of business incident to the be- 
ginning of a new administration. 
There is street work to be mapped out, 
new lights located and many other 
important matters to attend to. It 
will be plenty of time for the appoint- 
ment of a charter revision commit- 
tee, say on the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary. I shall never favor, however, 
a straight commission government. I 
believe our present form of govern- 
ment can be so changed as to meet 
every objection. I think it a mistake 
for the people to elect the city offi- 
cials and I believe that council should 
elect all save the comptroler. The 
details of the new charter can all be 
worked out when a committee is ap- 
pointed for the purpose. We can and 
should wait a few weeks until we are 
fairly under way with the city’s other 
business. A new charter is too funda- 
mental to warrant too much haste.”

What the Mayor

Pro Tem. Thinks. 


Mayor Pro Tem. James E. Warren: 
“TIT am certainly in favor of a charter 
revision. Last year members of coun- 
cil, and I was one of them, started a 
movement looking to a charter re- 
vision, but we decided: that it might 
be better to wait until this year, as 
the people had recently passed 


through a heated election over a new! 


charter. I think a new charter along 
the lines that were suggested last 
year, namely, the cutting down of the 
members of council and the boards, 
with the election of many officials by 
council who are now elected Dy the 
people, would give the relief sought. It 
might be well to give each department 
a lump sum to be expended as may be 
deemed best. This would virtually 
give commission government in each 
department with a check by council 
The mayor ought to have an emer- 
gency fund with which to make cer- 
tain imperative improvements upon 
which council could afterwards act. 
Council is too large and so are the 
boards. I shall certainly advocate 
charter revision and the matter should 
be taken up as soon as possible.” 

Alderman James E. Everett: “I am 
strongly in favor of a new charter for 
Atlanta and shall so vote when I have 
the opportunity. I have been tn coun- 
cil two years and in the aldermanic 
board two years and I have seen 
enough to know that the present 
charter has features which are cum- 
bersome and retard a good business 
administration. I am not wedded to 
any particular charter at present. I 
think a good committee of council 
members and citizens can get together 
and prepare a charter which will give 
us a sound municipal government and 
satisfy the people.” 


Council Already on Record. 

Councilman Orville H. Hall: “We all 
know that when the charter election 
was held in 1911 the people were led 
to believe if the proposed charter was 
defeated there would be a revision of 
the present charter. In fact, council 
went on record as favoring a new 
Charter which would reduce counci] 
and board membership. I think the 
Humphrey resolution ought to have 
been adopted. It only called for a4 
committee to prepare a new charter 
which would have to be reported back 
to council for its approval. A new 
charter is badly needed, as the Present 
one Was framed for a village and now 
we are a great big metropolis, and 
the sooner we get the new charter the 
better for the city and for al] her 
people.”

BY UNITED STATES 


Neutrality Declaration a Farce, 
According to Senator Wil- 
liam Alden Smith. 


——— 


New Orleans, January 7.—Approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion have been shipped from New r- 
lears to Mexico since the date of the 
issuance of the so-called neutrality 
proclamation by President Taft last 
spring. Testimony to this effect was 
given here today before Senator Wil- 
liam Alden Smith. chairman of the 
senate committee which is investigat- 
ing the Mexican situation. 

The bulk of this ammunition was 
shipped to the Madero government, it 
was said, with the knowledge of 
agents of the state and treasury de- 
partments at Washington. 

In only a few instances were ship- 
ments made to revolutionary factions 
oposed to the Madero government. 

Several representatives of firearms 
companies were before the commit- 
tee today and were forced to produce 
original orders, copies of invoices, 
names of purchasers, names of con- 
signees, etc. 

Senator Smith questioned the wit- 
nesses closely in an effort to ascer- 
tain whether the money for these war 
supplies was furnished by American 
capitalists. 

After the conclusion of the testi- 
mony, Which was given behind closed 
doors, Senator Smith declined to com- 
ment on it in detail, but remarked: 

“We have struck a warm trail here 
and the testimony taken does not 
tend to support the declaration of 
neutrality by this government—as a 
matter of fact, it appears that the 
Madero faction in Mexico has been 
permitted to get unlimited quantities 
of arms and ammunition, while his 
opponents have heen forced to comply 
with the president’s procl..mation.”

Victor Morawetz, of the financial de- 
partment of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad, told the committee 
that a banking system under which 
the United States had 
progressed so wonderfully could not be 
wholly bad. 

“Great caution and conservatism are 
the first things to be characterized in 
ndertaking to change our banking 
"and currency laws,” he said. 

Discussing the defects of the present 
system, Mr. Morawetz said the coun- 
try’s ‘“r e of credit,” was stretched 
to the « jttreme limit in normal times 
and consequently could not bear any 
extraordinary strains. 

*“T do not think it would be desirable 
or practicable to establish a great cen- 
tral bank in the United States,” Mr. 
Morawet: continued. “The plan I 
would su gest is to extend our clear- 
ing house system; to require the banks 
in variou clearing house districts to 
form div. sional reserve banks.

‘GREAT MONEY DELUGE

New York, January 7.—Money is 
pouring into New York in such enor- 
mous volume that the clerks in the 
large banks are working past their 
usual hours to handle the golden 
deluge. At the treasury offices the 
strain upon employees is especially 
heavy, and men are at their desKs un- 
til late into the night sorting out the 
United States notes and gold and silver 
certificates handed in for redemption.

The 
tension in the money market of the 
latter part of the last year has dis- 
appeared, and today call loans were 
made at under 3 per cent. 

Present conditions in the money mar- 
ket and the recent rise in foreign ex-

tion of gold in many moths, one mil- 
‘lion dollars in gold bars having been 
engaged for shipment to Europe on 
Saturday. The bankers who made this 
announcement said that several mil-

during the next few days.

In the memorandum Premier Veni- 
zgelos expressed the belief that the prin- 
cipal reason why the islands should be 
annexed to Greece lay in the fact that 
by this means it would be possible to 
conclude with Turkey a peace that 
was really permanent and would not 
be disturbed by further Greek as- 
pirations, while,on the other hand, if 
some of the islands, where the Greek 
element predominates, remain in the 
hands of Turkey, or are detacved from 
Greece in some autonomous form, agi- 
tation would not end. until all were 
united to the fatherland. 

What Servia Wants. 

The Servians and Montenegrins, also, 
are preparing memoranda which will 
be presented to the ambassadors at the 
end of the week.
